Proposed Bonding Idea Could 
Head State On Way To Bankruptcy 


SACRAMENTO (CNS>— The 
State of California is some­ 
what in the 
p osition of a 
hou seholder who has been liv ­ 
ing at a reasonably high stand­ 
ard. and throu gh economic 
circu mstances, finds himself 
reliev ed of a p ortion of his in­ 
come. with the p rosp ect of 
lowering his liv ing standard 
u nless additional fu nds are 
obtained. 
The wise hou seholder u s­ 
u ally is able throu gh redu c­ 
tion in ex p enditu re to w eather 
the storm withou t too mu ch 
trou ble. Bu t the u nwise hou se­ 
holder, in order to k eep u p ap ­ 
p earances, and not sacrifice 
any of his liv ing standard, 
goes ou t and borrows money . 


AFTER KEEPING u p ap ­ 
p earances for a time on the 
borrowed fu nds, the u nwise 
hou seholder ev entu ally finds 
he has reached the limit of his 
credit, ’and 
no 
longer can 
maintain either his ap p ear­ 
ances or standard of liv ing. 
After which, the delu ge, eith­ 
er bank ru p tcy , or the loss of 
all assets. 
This is what Gov . Goodwin 
J. Knight, in his p rop osal for 
sale of $200.000,000 worth of 
bonds to ex p and emp loy ment 
in California, p rop oses to do. 
He has op ened the sp ecial ses­ 
sion legislativ e call to the 
q u estion of these bonds for a 
state bu ilding p rogram. Thu s, 
what the p eop le are u nable to 
p ay for in the ordinary ru n of 
state tax rev enu e, they are 
ask ed to u nderw rite throu gh a 
hu ge bond issu e, which in ef­ 
fect, will cost the tax p ay ers 
nearly twice as mu ch as on a 
p ay -as-y ou -go sy stem. 
The 
state 
administration 
and legislators as well ap p ear 
not to realize the honey moon 
is ov er as far as lu sh ex p endi­ 
tu res are concerned, that that 
there is a necessity at the 
p resent moment for a "belt- 
tightening ' op eration, instead 
of 
figu ring 
ou t 
way s 
and 
means to saddle more of a 
ba d on an already ov er-bu r 
lened tax -p ay ing p u blic. 


WHILE THERE IS no legal 
limit to the amolint of bonds 
the state can v ote, there is, 


nev ertheless an economic lim­ 
it. This wou ld be m irrored in. 
the normal disp osal of bonds, 
and the interest rates the tax ­ 
p ay ers wou ld hav e to stand. 


Califor­ 
nia’s credit rating is high.

T reasu rer 
A. 
Ronald 
Bu tton recently comp leted a 
trip East, in which he sou nd- 
ou t the attitu des of financial 
hou ses, and he came to the 
conclu sion that this state has 
a satisfactory rating. 


Bu t ev en so, there is a p oint 
at which this rating will not 
be of conseq u ence. California 
at the p resent time has a bil­ 
lion. 140 million dollars worth 
of bonds ou tstanding. If it 
adds to this amou nt with an 
issu e 
for 
stru ctu res 
which 
normally shou ld be p aid for 
throu gh tax es, on the pay -as- 
y ou -go basis, and follows this 
u p with bond issu es for water 
dev elop ment, 
more 
schools 
bonds, ev entu ally the state 
will be in the same shap e as 
the hou seholder who borrows 
more than he can afford—a 
state of bank ru p tcy .

TODATS BUSINESS MIRROR 
Borrowing To Buy Won't 
Be Much Easier Soon 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK W—The con­ 
su m er who borrows to bu y — 
either on the installment p lan 
or in a lu mp su m from the 
bank — may see little change 
so far u nder the new easier 
money p olicy . 
Bu t as those who finance 
his p u rchases find a larger 
su p p ly of credit to tap at low­ 
er rates, the benefits are be­ 
ginning to trick le down to the 
on-the-cu ff man. 
Consu mer 
loans 
will 
be 
watched closely in the nex t 
two months by those charting 
the bu siness cy cle. 
Tight money for months ap ­ 
p eared to hav e little effect on 
the steady u p ward climb of 
total consu mer debt. Only con­ 
traction of the rep ay m ent p er­ 
iod did mu ch to brak e it. 


“THE AVERAGE p u rchaser 
p ay s little attention to the 
amou nt of the interest charge 
inv olv ed in his installm ent 
loan,” say s the head of one of 
the largest finance comp anies. 
“What he look s at is the size 
of the monthly p ay m ent in re ­ 
lation to his p ay check .” 
Bu t tight money cau ght u p 
with the finance comp anies. 
They hav e to borrow fu nds 
needed to carry y ou r time 
p u rchases. As the su p p ly of 
these av ailable fu nds shrank 
and the interest costs climbed 
steadily , 
finance 
comp anies 
raised the charges for the 
fu nds they in effect lend to 
the car dealer or the ap p li­ 
ance retailer to p ay the m anu ­ 
factu rer while carry ing on- 
the-cu ff cu stomers. 
Abou t this time, comp eti­ 
tion got so tou gh between 
dealers and retailers that they 
absorbed some of this rise and 
for awhile let it sq u eeze p rof­ 
its. Last fall they began to 
p ass on new costs along with 
higher p rices on their goods. 


IN JANUARY, consu mers 
cu t their ou tstanding install­ 


ment debt by 368 million dol­ 
lars. P art of this was seasonal, 
p art the shrink ing of many in­ 
comes. bu t p art cou ld hav e 
been reaction to the higher 
costs they had to tak e on du r­ 
ing the final day s of tight 
money . 


Finance comp anies are bor­ 
rowing 
money 
mu ch 
more 
cheap ly these day s. They hav e 
little trou ble finding all they 
need. 


The su p p ly is rising from a 
nu m ber of sou rces: 1. the neg­ 
ativ e one that bu siness is bor­ 
rowing less and thu s leav ing 
more for others; 2. the added 
fu nds 
the 
Federal 
Reserv e 
Board is letting the bank s 
hav e to lend. 3. the rise in 
sav ings totals. 


The National Assn. of Mu ­ 
tu al Sav ings Bank s say s de­ 
p osits in the 520 bank s in­ 
creased 233 million dollars 
du ring Janu ary to reach a rec­ 
ord 32 billion. The U. S. Treas­ 
u ry adds that in Febru ary 
sales of U. S. Sav ings Bonds 
top p ed cash-ins for the first 
time in 19 months. Life insu r­ 
ance totals are rising. All sp ell 
more sav ings— all bu t the sav ­ 
ings bonds sp ell more fu nds 
for p riv ate inv estment. 


Bu t getting an installm ent 
loan is more than a m atter of 
money su p p ly and interest 
charges, as many hav e fou nd 
ou t. 
Du ring the tight money era 
bank s and finance comp anies 
sou ght to tak e only the better 
risk s on what money they had 
to lend. 
Now the accent is different. 
Bank s and. finance comp anies 
are look ing harder these day s 
at the income p rosp ects of ap ­ 
p licants. T here’s more money 
to lend and interest is p ast its 
p eak — bu t there may be fewer 
good risk s.

Second U.S. Moon In Orbit 
As Vanguard Soars Into Sky 


Satellite May Stay 


Aloft 10-15 Years 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla., UF) — The Navy’s Van­ 
guard rocket hurled the second U.S. satellite into orbit 
around the earth today. 
With its back to the wall after two highly-publicized 
failures, the, Navy launched the Vanguard today on one 
of the most perfect flights ever seen at the nation’s mis­ 
sile test center. 
Belching fire and smoke, the slender gray-green 
rocket left its launching pad at 7:16 a.m. 


Two hours and 23 minutes later, President Eisen­ 
hower told the world the trouble-plagued Vanguard's 
tiny “moon” was circling the earth with the Army’s Ex­ 
plorer and Russia’s Sputnik II.

Jobless Pay Claims

SINGAPORE (IP)—Rebel In 
donesian forces suddenly with­ 
drew today from the key north 
Sumatran port city of Medan, 
only about 24 hours after they 
had seized it. (See story on 
page 8.) 
Both Central Indonesian gov­ 
ernment and rebel sources con­ 
firmed the withdrawal, which 
rebel sources said was due to 
the failure of rebel reinforce­ 
ments to arrive in time. 
Medan is about 350 miles 
northeast of the Central Suma­ 
tran rebel stronghold of Pa- 
dang and an important com­ 
munications and trade point for 
Sumatra. 
Troops led by U. S.-trained 
Maj. Boyke Naenggolan attack­ 
ed Medan at dawn yesterday, 
battling loyalist supporters of 
President Sukarno. They said 
they gained control of the city 
and its air field by noon. 
In Jakarta, 
a central gov­ 
ernment army spokesman said 
loyalist troops had regained 
control of the city today. 
A high revolutionary source 
in Singapore confirmed it. 
The rebel source said Naeng­ 
golan pulled his one battalion 
out of the area without a fight 
this morning.

Underwater 
Record Broken 
By Marinite

Marin Rod and Gun Club 
wound 
up its 
fifth 
annual 
Sports and Boat Show last 
night with a count of 25,000 
visitors during the three-day 
event at Bermuda Palms Hotel 
San Rafael. 
Co-chairmen Barney DeBis 
schop and John Marzetta said 
yesterday’s final day attracted 
15.000 
v i s i t o r s , 
following 
crowds of 6,000 Friday night 
and 4,000 Saturday. Inclement 
weather was blamed for the 
low count Saturday. Last year 
the show attracted more than 
35.000 visitors. 


Highlighting the show yes­ 
terday was a world record 
underwater breath - holding 
performance by a 20-year-old 
member of the Marin Skin 
Divers Club. 
A1 Giddings 
Jr. of Fairfax stayed under 
water at the Bermuda Palms 
pool for 11 minutes, 40.5 sec­ 
onds without benefit of a 
breathing device. 
He shat­ 
tered the record of 10 min­ 
utes, 58.9 seconds set in 
1956 by Dr. Robert Keast of 
San Rafael. 


His announcement touched off 
a wild celebration in Navy cir­ 
cles here and among personnel 
of the Martin Co., which built 
the rocket. 
If Sputnik II, with its dead 
dog passenger, dives to ob­ 
livion in the near future as 
expected, the U.S. will have 
the only satellites in space. 
The Army launched Explorer 
with Jupiter C missile here 
Jan. 31. 
In sharp contrast to previous 
Vanguard countdowns, today’s 
preparation of the rocket went 
off with perfect precision. 
ONE HOLD 
There was only one hold and 
it was due to trouble in a down- 
range tracking station, not be­ 
cause of any malfunction in the 
rocket itself. 
The firing 
originally 
was 
scheduled for 7 a.m. sharp. It 
was just 16 minutes off this 
schedule when Vanguard blast­ 
ed into a clear blue Florida sky. 
So smoothly did the rocket 
make its way into space, ob­ 
servers here were certain 
long before the President 
made it official that the Van­ 
guard had done its job beau­ 
tifully. 


In Washington, Dr. John P. 
Hagen, director of the Van­ 
guard project, said the 3l/2 
pound satellite was cast into 
such an ideal orbit that it may 
remain aloft 5 to 10 years. 
ELLIPTICAL ORBIT 
In its flight at 18,000 to 19,- 
000 miles an hour, its egg-shap­ 
ed orbit will swing it as far as 
2,500 miles out into space and 
as close to the earth as 400 
miles. 
Because it is so small, the 
satellite itself cannot be track­ 
ed except by its radio voice. 
But its traveling companion in 
space, the five-foot long third 
stage of the Vanguard rocket, 
should be visible to observers 
at sunset and sunrise. 
The third stage trailing the 
satellite is a cylinder about 
20 inches in diameter weigh­ 
ing about 50 pounds. 
Three minutes after the little

A 23-year-old San Quentin 
Prison inmate was stabbed and 
a guard punched in the nose 
Saturday during a fight among 
six prisoners on the institu­ 
tion’s lower athletic field. 
Prison officials said John M. 
Williams, Los Angeles County 
auto thief due for parole next 
month, was treated for a minor 
stab wound in the lower left 
chest and a cut on the upper 
left arm. 
No weapon was found. Cause 
of the melee, which broke out 
at 9:45 a.m., was not immedi­ 
ately established. 
Officials said Willie Redics, 
21-year-old San F r a n c i s c o 
strong-arm robber, was suspect 
ed as Williams’ assailant.

SACRAMENTO (IP)—The Leg­ 
islature gets a crack this week 
at the three big issues of the 
session—the budget, water and 
education. 
The budget is first on the 
list in what promises to be a 
busy week for both houses. 
The Assembly scheduled de­ 
bate this afternoon on the bud­ 
get bill which the lower house 
ways and means committee ap­ 
proved last Saturday in the 
amount 
of 
$1,972,222,500— 
down 12 million dollars from 
the amount originally request­ 
ed by Gov. Goodwin J. Knight. 
The budget debate is expect­ 
ed to take two days and will be 
followed later in the week by 
a lower house discussion of the 
governor’s 
controversial 
re­ 
quest for 72 million dollars 
more for the Feather River 
Project.

“to immunize man against 
the disease.” 
“So the stage is set and the 
time seems ripe that some ma 
jor breakthroughs will occur 
in this area of cancer research, 
Heller said. 
He cautioned, how'ever, that 
the ultimate cure of cancer 
w'ould not be found overnight 
This was underscored by other 
Public 
Health 
Service 
testi 
mony before the same subcom 
mittee showing cancer deaths 
increased during 1957 from 
rate of 147.9 per 100,000 per 
sons in the population in 1956 
to 150.2 per 100,000. 
Burney told the subcommit 
tee that scientists in the past 
year have had “continued sue 
cess in the chemical treatment 
of a rare but highly fatal can 
cer that develops during preg 
nancy.” He said that of 15 wom­ 
en treated, in five the cancer 
was completely supressed and 
in others almost completely 
surpressed.

Reds Release 
U.S. Pilot Shot

PANMUNJOM, Korea (£> — 
The Communists today handed 
back a U.S. jet pilot shot down 
over the Red side of the Kor­ 
ean truce line. 
Capt. Leon Pfeiffer of Keno 
sha, Wis., 
appeared 
nervous 
and tense but in good health 
as he spoke at a brief news con­ 
ference. 
“I am happy to be back.” he 
said, smiling weakly. “It is a 
wonderful feeling. I am very 
tired.” 
Pfeiffer parachuted March 6 
after his F86 Sabre Jet was hit 
by Red ground fire. 
He was not hurt and was re­ 
turned 
to U.N. 
control at a 
meeting of the Military Armis­ 
tice Commission. Air Force se­ 
curity officers 
took 
him 
to 
Seoul to question him about 
his experiences. 
Pfeiffer’s plane veered over 
the truce line during maneu­ 
vers 
with 
the South Korean 
army on the U.N. side of the 
demilitarized zone.

NEW YORK (IP—Dr. J. Rob­ 
ert Oppenheimer said today he 
has 
“reluctantly” 
concluded 
that 
suspension 
of 
nuclear 
weapons tests for a trial pe­ 
riod would be of dubious value. 
Oppenheimer, 
one 
of 
the 
most important contributors to 
development of nuclear wea­ 
pons, said in the current issue 
of Look magazine that it is his 
basic feeling that “one cannot 
be opposed to anything that 
looks peaceful.” 
Despite this feeling, he said, 
he now believes there are so 
many booby traps in atomic 
disarmament that, alone, it is 
not now a promising prospect.

(JPi — Sen. 
Styles Bridges (R-N.H.) said to­ 
day he will lay before Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower tomorrow a 
proposal for revival of the Re­ 
construction Finance Corp. on a 
standby basis.

“I think we should revive 
the RFC on a standby basis and 
have it ready for action if it 
is needed.”

From then until it died, 
it loaned more than 50 billion 
dollars to banks, railroads, fac­ 
tories and most other kinds 
of American business.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
When A City Becomes 50 
It Takes On Added Stature 


There's something special about be­ 
ing exactly 50 years old. Maybe it’s not 
as impressive as being 100 years old. 
And when you're talking about cities. 
ma>be it’s not much when compared 
with communities 200, 300 or more 
years old. 
But when a city becomes half a cen­ 
tury old it comes of age; it's old enough 
to vote, so to speak. 
And today Larkspur reaches this pla­ 
teau. There are still living within its 
limits some of the people who were 
present at its birth. One of its original 
town trustees is still there. The first 
fire chief is still in business. And a 


number of other people, who either had 
a direct part or were present when a 
community became a town, are still 
among its strongest boosters. 
Larkspur is the sixth oldest city in 
108-year-old Marin county. Less than a 
year ago San Anselmo had its 50th birth­ 
day; next August 21 Ross will celebrate 
its first half century. San Rafael is the 
oldest— 84; then comes Sausalito, 65. 
Tiny Belvedere is third oldest, 62, and 
Mill Valley was born just at the turn of 
the century. 
Youngest is Fairfax, a 
sprightly 27, with Corte Madera just 42. 
But today is Larkspur's birthday and 
we wish it many more. 


How Could An Atheist Be Libeled? 
That libel conviction returned recent­ 
ly against a clergyman in Rome was just 
about the most incongruous thing we 
can ever remember. 
The court found that the clerg\man 
had libeled an atheist by publicly calling 
him a sinner. 
As we see it, there can be no such 
thing as a sin in the view of an atheist. 
He has no God to sin against. There can, 
therefore for him be no such thing as 
sin. 
Hence, an atheist can have no cause 
for action against anybody who calls 
him a sinner. 
But maybe the court decided the case 
on theological grounds; that is, maybe 
the court recognized the existence of 
God. 


If that were the case, then an atheist 
who denied the existence of God would 
most certainly be a sinner. 


While we don't pretend to understand 
Roman legal concepts, we know that in 
our Anglo-Saxon system, truth is a de­ 
fense against libel and slander charges. 
A true statement, however unfavorable, 
cannot be libelous or slanderous. Only 
an unfavorable falsehood can be ad­ 
judged slanderous or libelous. 


If the court recognizes the existence 
of God, and an atheist becomes truly a 
sinner, there is no libel. The statement 
that the atheist is a sinner is true. 


As we say, the decision of the court in 
Rome is just about the most incongru­ 
ous thing we can imagine.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)—The 
State of California is some­ 
what in the position of a 
householder who has been liv­ 
ing at a reasonably high stand­ 
ard, and through economic 
circumstances, finds himself 
relieved of a portion of his in­ 
come. with the prospect of 
lowering his living standard 
unless additional funds are 
obtained. 
The wise householder us­ 
ually is able through reduc­ 
tion in expenditure to weather 
the storm without too much 
trouble. But the unwise house­ 
holder, in order to keep up ap­ 
pearances, and not sacrifice 
any of his living standard, 
goes out and borrows money. 


AFTER KEEPING up ap 
pearances for a time on the 
borrowed funds, the unwise 
householder eventually finds 
he has reached the limit of his 
credit, and no longer can 
maintain either his appear­ 
ances or standard of living. 
After which, the deluge, eith­ 
er bankruptcy, or the loss of 
all assets. 
This is what Gov. Goodwin 
J. Knight, in his proposal for 
sale of $200,000,000 worth of 
bonds to expand employment 
in California, proposes to do. 
He has opened the special ses­ 
sion legislative call to the 
question of these bonds for a 
state building program. Thus, 
what the people are unable to 
pay for in the ordinary' run of 
state tax revenue, they are 
asked to underwrite through a 
huge bond issue, which in ef­ 
fect. will cost the taxpayers 
nearly twice as much as on a 
pay-as-you-go system. 
The 
state 
administration 
and legislators as well appear 
not to realize the honeymoon 
is over as lar as lush expendi­ 
tures are concerned, that that 
there is a necessity at the 
present moment for a “ belt- 
tightening ” operation, instead 
of figuring out ways and 
means to saddle more of a 
bad on an already over-bur 
lened tax-paying public. 


W HILE THERE IS no legal 
limit to the amolint of bonds 
the state can vote, there is, 


nevertheless an economic lim­ 
it. This would be mirrored in, 
the normal disposal of bonds, 
and the interest rates the tax­ 
payers would have to stand. 


At the present time, Califor­ 
nia’s credit rating is high. 
State Treasurer A. Ronald 
Button recently completed a 
trip East, in which he sound- 
out the attitudes of financial 
houses, and he came to the 
conclusion that this state has 
a satisfactory rating. 


But even so, there is a point 
at which this rating will not 
be of consequence. California 
at the present time has a bil­ 
lion, 140 million dollars worth 
of bonds outstanding. If it 
adds to this amount with an 
issue for structures which 
normally should be paid for 
through taxes, on the pay-as- 
you-go basis, and follows this 
up with bond issues for water 
development, 
more 
schools 
bonds, eventually the state 
will be in the same shape as 
the householder who borrows 
more than he can afford—a 
state of bankruptcy.

NEW YORK W—'The con­ 
sumer who borrows to buy— 
either on the installment plan 
or in a lump sum from the 
bank—may see little change 
so far under the new easier 
money policy. 
But as those who finance 
his purchases find a larger 
supply of credit to tap at low­ 
er rates, the benefits are be­ 
ginning to trickle down to the 
on-the-cuff man. 
Consumer 
loans will be 
watched closely in the next 
two months by those charting 
the business cycle. 
Tight money for months ap­ 
peared to have little effect on 
the steady upward climb of 
total consumer debt. Only con­ 
traction of the repayment per­ 
iod did much to brake it. 


“ THE AVERAGE purchaser 
pays little attention to the 
amount of the interest charge 
involved in his installment 
loan,” says the head of one of 
the largest finance companies. 
“ What he looks at is the size 
of the monthly payment in re- 
lation to his paycheck.” 
But tight money caught up 
with the finance companies. 
They have to borrow funds 
needed to carry your time 
purchases. As the supply of 
these available funds shrank 
and the interest costs climbed 
steadily, finance companies 
raised the charges for the 
funds they in effect lend to 
the car dealer or the appli­ 
ance retailer to pay the manu­ 
facturer while carrying on- 
the-cuff customers. 
About this time, competi­ 
tion got so tough between 
dealers and retailers that they 
absorbed some of this rise and 
for awhile let it squeeze prof­ 
its. Last fall they began to 
pass on new costs along with 
higher prices on their goods. 


IN JANUARY, consumers 
cut thmr outstanding install­ 


ment debt by 368 million dol­ 
lars. Part of this wras seasonal, 
part the shrinking of many in­ 
comes, but part could have 
been reaction to the higher 
costs they had to take on dur­ 
ing the final days of tight 
money. 


Finance companies are bor­ 
rowing money much more 
cheaply these days. They have 
little trouble finding all they 
need. 


The supply is rising from a 
number of sources: 1. the neg­ 
ative one that business is bor­ 
rowing less and thus leaving 
more for others; 2. the added 
funds the Federal Reserve 
Board is letting the banks 
have to lend.
